protection, thegreat error which they 
had committed in discouraging the 
introduction of manufactures in their 
respective States, the want of those 
very goods which had been excluded 
from their domestic policy being 
und one of the most formidable 
drawbacks to their anticipated su- 
cess in the waging of the war. Now, 
however, cotton and other mannfac- 
tures are being largely increased at 
the South, and being placed as it 
were alongside of the fibre at the

One of the advantages of raising 
shéep on thé cultivated farm is the 
killing of briars and weeds, which 
they will more effectually accomplish 
than by any other means; another, 
the value of their manure when they 
are properly herded, and still an- 
other, the cheapness of transporta- 
tion of the fleeces to a distant market 
in comparison with grain and other 
heavy products, from many sections 
of the country. 

An English farmer, repated of great 
experience in the management of 
sheep and pastures, ina paper upon 
the subject, gives the following ad- 
vice : 

The housing of sheep at night will 
rob the soil of all the dung and urine 
voided during the night, which will 
be a good deal, for when I was a boy 
there were thousands. of acres. in 
every county in England which were 
well menured for wheat by folding 
the ewes during the night over the 
fallows in the months of August and 
September.

Tun releaso of Tweed from the 
penitentiary yesterday, by n decision 
of tho Court of Appeals reversing. the 
two ipferior courts, will not surprise 
the legal profession nor intelligent 
citizens generally. Tho cumulation 
of sentences such as had been passed 
upon Tweed would have been a mon- 
strous interpretation of the law. 
Tweed was found guilty on two hun- 
dred and four counts, and the court 
below held that ho could be sentenced 
to oneyear on each count, making an 
aggregate of two hundred and four 
years, bnt, for somo reason, Judge 
Davis sentenced on only thirteen 
counts. Either it was the law and 
therefore the duty of the court to 
sentence Tweed to two hundred and 
four years, or upon two hundred and 
four counts, or it was tho law and 
therefore the duty ofthe court to 
sentence him on one count; but 
Judge Davis did neither, aud the 
reversal by tho Court of Appeals 
will be generally accepted as n pro- 
pe judgment. It matters little to 
weed, or to the public, whether he 
shall be again arraigned and triod 
for any of tho many frauds which are 
still unavenged betoro the law. 
Stripped of fortune, borofſ of friends, 
sceptreless in tho midst of his ahat- 
tered circles, and with tho shadows 
of despair clouding the evening of a 
wasted life, it is of small moment 
whether vengoanoo shall farther pur, 
sue him. It is not probable that be 
will be again convicted, unless it be 
shown that bò still posgeases propor-

D., Del. ; Corinthian, No. 93; Temple, 
No. 159 ; Joppa, No. 182; . Union, No. 
48; King David, No., 68; Hiraw, No. 
108; Maryland, No. 120. The Grand

They then proceeded to the wharf to ro- 
col vo the Grand Lodge, and the Grand 
Commander of Maryland, The oxcur- 
sion steamer from Daltimoro arrived at 
1} P. M., with about six | hundred per- 
sous, and on the arrival the Grand.

Select Reading, : 


Palestine and Hebrew 
Thought. 


Prof. Felix Adler, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, delivered an address on Tues- 
day evening, before tho American 
Geographical Sócióty on “Tho In- 
fluence of the Physical Geography of 
Palestine on Hebrew Thought.“ 
Buokel was an ardent believer in the 
theory that tho physical configura- 
tion of a country and its climate af- 
fected the intollectual ond moral 
character of the people. A similar 
idea kas boon advanced by Dr. 
Schwolnfurth in his work upon Af- 
rica. But to return to Palestine: 

Prof. Adler began with a deacrip~ 
tion of tho Rivor Ganges and its gur - 
rounding country, dwolling upon the 
indolent habits of tho inhabitants 
and the causes leading thereto, The 
highost aim of the Hindoo religion, 
he said, is rest. The supreme hope 
of the Hindoo, ns regards future ex- 
istence, is a hope of unbroken rest— 
of a sleep from which thero shall be 
no awakening. Turning from India 
to tho valley of the Nile, it is seon 
that the character of tho geographical 
life has the influence impressing up- 
on the inhabitants tho stability of 
worldly things, and teaches them to 
intrust everything to future ages, 
without a passing fear that they, will 
be disturbed. Palestino is hemmed 
in on every side, and free intercourse 
with the surrounding countries im- 
possible. Its inhabitants, isolated 
from thoir follow-men, are thrown 
entirely upon their own resources, 
and thus acquiro a certain hardness 
of charactor, an aristocratic pride of 
face, a strong senso of superiority 
which continually challenges the 
hatred of mankind.—It is certainly a 
remarkable fact that even thoso 
physical featuros which wo are ge- 
customed to regard as the natural 
highways of human intercourso have, 
in the caso of this wonderful land. 
tended rather to retard than to fos- 
ter the spirit of enterprise and the 
desire for communication.—The sea 
has elsewhere proved the great car- 
rier of tho commerce of nations, and 
thus, bringing them nearer together, 


bas often washed out their mutual 


versions and animosities. But in 
diract oppésition to the recognized 
rules governing tho oommorcial in- 
tercourse of nations, the only two ap- 
proaches to Palestine offer no oppor- 
tunities for entrance. The Mediter- 
ranean Sea does not possess a single 
harbor, and the river Jordan isnot to 
be navigated. 

The size of Palostine is, as in tho 
case of Greece, hardly commensurate 
with ita importance. The whole 
country from Dan to Beersheba is 
only about 180 miles in length, 50 in 
breadth. And yot, within this small 
territory, what diversity of character! 
Even vegetation assumes tho most 
various forms, Tho roalm of Juden 
is mountainous district, ita people a 
race of mountaineers, Jerusalem ia 
situated at an elevation of 2,600 foot 
above the Mediterancan, and of abont 
4,000 foot above the basin of the 
Dead Sea.; The. hills ara of bare 
limestone rock, rising in concrete cir- 
cles, and everywhore displaying the 
remains of an ancient terrace culture. 
The conditions of exisvence in Palos-

only for comfort, but even for tho 
baro means of existence. Twice in 
the year (late in October and in 

March) the showers are expected to 
descend. If ome in good pen 
son the ‘filled, the water- 
courses rep) ed, the dry soil 
greedily sucks in the welcome mois- 

ture, soon the fields are covered with 
abundant vordure, and plenty reigns, 
But woe if they fail, even for a fow 
weeks. Then vegetation withers, the 
soil is baked and burnt, the beasts 
droop; and men perish amid all ‘tho: 
agonies of thirst and the horrors of 
starvation. Thus yearby year ‘the 
inhabitants of this land were made 
to feel the uncertain tenure of their 
being. Death was every before the 
gate, and life evor a gift bestowed or 
withheld at the pleasure ofa mightier 
will. 

The inſluonoe of the domestic life of 
the Hebrows on their religion can on- 
ly be briefly indicated here. The 
family, as a moral institution, is the 
creation of the Hebrew ` people.: If 
this were their sole achievement for 
mankind, it were enough to insure 
them the high position in ita history 
which the general voice has accorded 
them. When ‘the Hebrews were 
forced to abandon the Md of their 
fathors,they left it with character fully 
formed. Lonely as they had been, 
they continued this course through 
the ages, erect, self-poised, secluded 
from the intercourse of men. The 
love of the miraculous never quito 
died out in their midst. But, above 
all their faults, shines forth this one 
great virtue—the hallowed purity of 
their homes. 


Newburyport. 


It is a breezy, bowery town lying 
along tho hill-sides, with the sound 
of the gen always beating through 
tho streets like a pulse.

thore than six miles, lying partly in 
Newbury and partly in the port, 
shaded by interlacing immemorial 
elms, and lined with rich farms and 
pleasant residences,that have princely 
lands and orchards behind them,and 
sloping lawns in front—the old- 
fashioned square three-story houses 
prevailing, with wide halls running 
from end to end, once résounding to 
much good cheer, though now the 
days of their famous hospitality are 
over. At one end of this street loom 
the Oldtown hills, from whose sum- 
mit in clear weather certain of the 
White Mountains are visible, and 
where, when the first church stood on 
the little greon below, tho sentry 
used to pace his rounds for the ad- 
vantage of its lookout over any of the 
At the other ond rises 
the wooded knoll called the Laurels, 
from which the ships are to be seen 
sailing out of Portland and into 
Gloucester ; While just across the 
river out of their coppice look the

Letter from Philadelphia. 


Pmuaveirma, Juno 23, 187 

Dusiness in this city since my last let- 
ter has been languid in all the wholesale 
departments of trade, but this is no moro 
tlian is to be expected at this season of 
the year. The retail trade has been mods 
erately active. In dry goods tho package 
trade is over for the summer. Commis» 
sion houses, agents and importers are de- 
voting more auentſon la gelling up als 
tractive stocks for the fall business, than 
to efforts Lo chcet immediate sa’es. ‘The 
jabbing trade has been quite as active as 
could be expected, 80 late in the season. 
Quito a liberal number of orders have 
been received direct from conntry mer- 
chanta, and throngh traveling salesmen. 
There has been no time within the last 
twelve or ſiſteen years, when dry goods 
were as low as they have been this spring 
and summer, The prices of most kinds 
of domestic goods, both cotton and wool- 
en, have been sold at such prices as to 
afford no profit to the manufactarer. 

The National Board of Trade, which 
was in session in this city last weck, 
placed itself squarely on record for a 
speedy resumption of specio payments, 
‘and a memorial to Congress to that effect 
was prepared, Its plan provides for the 
withdrawal from circulation of United 
States legal tender notes which will com- 
pel the Banks to redeem their notes in 
specie. 

The Forly-Second Aunnal Report of 
the Philadelphia Board of Trade is an 
interesting document, and touches upon 
several items of interest to the people of 
Philadelphia, and to the country at large. 
In speaking of our Foreign Commerce, 
it says, “In closing this report of Counvil 
expenses, in common with our people, it 
is great satisfaction at the continued pro- 
gress of the foreign trade of our city. 
Wo are steadily providing the means for 
its development. Wo poxscss first-class 
clevators, ice boats and steamships, and 
ard earnestly striving to secure the full- 
est facilities forthe lighting and naviga- 
tion ofour walers.”” We build cach year 
six thousand houses Within our city lim- 
ts. There are 147,000 bulldings of all 
kinds in Philadelphia. Of these very 
many aro. handsome specimens of house 
architectuge. Those built and building 
for public nse fre spacious, elegant and 
imposing. The new city buildings on 
Broad stroet will be grand specimens of 
architectoro, beauty, and an ornament to 
the city, The new Post Office on Ninth 
street, from Chestout to Market will also 
bo a handsome specimen of architecture 
In speaking of the Centennial Exposi- 
tion, it uays: Tie Council also refers 
with pleasure ta tho very satisfactory 
progress of the Centennial Exposition.— 
So much energy has been displayed by 
those catrusted with ita management as 
to ensure the full completion of tho re- 
quired buildings prior to the opening of 
the Exposition in 1876.” The National 
Board of Trade whieh adjourned on Fri- 
day last, having been in session four days 
was quite an interesting body of men.
